The check 
called for 
fou r dollars and was 
su p p osed to 
hav e been signed by Bert Reese, bu t 
came back from the bank becau se 
the signatu re was not that of Reese. 
The check was made p ay able to Ru s­ 
sell Wik off and was endorsed on the 
back by him. 
The worthless check was oashed by 
Charles Brown, a clerk at the store, 
who thou ght no more of the transac­ 
tion u ntil it came back and then re­ 
called that he had giv en the money 
that the check called for to a small 
red-haired boy . The Wik off boy liv es 
in the Plu m Creek neighborhood and 
when seen y esterday by Sheriff Be­ 
bou t and Mr. Brown, stated that he 
had only been here twice in 
fiv e 
y ears, the last time being on May 20, 
1911. 
Mr. Brown was p ositiv e that 
he was not the boy and it was ev ident 
that the forger u sed both 
Wik ofFs 
name and that of Reese in obtaining 
the money . The writing on the check 
was the same in ev ery instance. 
Su sp icion p ointed to George Gor­ 
don. the thirteen-y ear-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. T. G. Gordon. Gordon was 
fou nd at home and stated that he 
was in this city on Edu cational Day 
which was last 
Wednesday . 
Mr. 
Brown identified ^ie Gordon boy as 
the one he had p aid the money to. 
bu t all manner of 
p ersu asion and 
ev en threats cou ld not mak e 
him 
confess and he denied all k nowledge I 
of the affair. 
A sample of his writ­ 
ing was tak en and it corresp onded 
ex actly 
with that of

check . 
There was no dou bt as to the boy ’s 
gu ilt in the minds of Mr. Brown and 
Sheriff Bebou t, bu t he wou ld not own 
u p. 
The boy said he was in the eitv 
that day and was in sev eral of the 
stores, bu t was not at the grocery .

The boy ’s father work s for John 
Garrett and he was tak en ov er to 
see him. 
The facts were p u t before

The gu ests w ere the m em bers of for­ 
eign royal fam ilies who are actu ally 
staying a t Bu ckingham palace, inclu d­ 
ing the nearer relativ es of the king 
and qu een. 
Forty cov ers w ere laid. 
The signal was giv en from the C rys­ 
tal Palace at 10 o’clock to light the 
bonfires in G reat B ritain from L and’s 
End to John o’G roats. 
An enorm ou s 
I m agnesiu m sta r was sent u p from the 
i palace. 
The m assed bands of the 
' gu ards regim ents played "God Sav e 
I the King,” and an enorm ou s assem- 
| blage of people joined in singing the 
| anthem . 
Im m ediately the sta r arose 
the w atchers on beacons in the neigh­ 
boring heights fired fu el piles and soon 
the flares thereof w ere seen in other 
places.

w here hu ndreds of thou sands of coro­ 
nation celebrants tram ped to and fro 
w inding u p the strenu ou s day.

Fort Wayne, Ind., June 23.—One of 
the largest fines ever imposed by an 
Indiana court was that of $5,000 a s­ 
sessed by Special Judge R. K. Erwin 
in the circuit court against Charles 
Clark, who pleaded guilty to an indict­ 
m ent charging bribery in connection 
with the recent Fort W ayne police 
scandal.

Efforts in This Behalf Between the 


Democrats and the Insurgents Do 


Not Seem to Get 
Anywhere 
and 


There is No Definite Prospect of an 


Agreement Which Will 
Insure an 


Adjustment of Differences. 


Washington, June 23.—As the result 
of W ednesday's coalition between the 
Democrats 
and the insurgents 
the 
muddle in the senate is still very bad, 
but things seem to be shaping them 
selves in favor of Canadian Reciprocity 
and toward the discomfiture of the in 
.currents. 
Several efforts were made 
I;/ the insurgents and the Democrats 
to reach a common ground on which 
they could stand in regard to reci­ 
procity, the farm ers’ free list bill, tile 
wool bill and other tariff revision 
measures, but at the end there was no 
definite prospect of an agreement. 
A large majority of the Democrats 
are in favor of dealing with reciproc­ 
ity as a separate m easure without 
am endm ent and rushing it through 
without delay. With reciprocity out of 
the way these senators would then 
take up tariff revision. 
Senators Bailey of Texas, Simmons 
of North Carolina and two or three 
other Democrats whose opposition to 
the reciprocity bill Is well known, are 
willing to compromise with the insur­ 
gents and secure if possible an agree­ 
ment 
which 
will 
bring 
about 
an 
am endm ent to the reciprocity bill by 
way of a general revision of the im­ 
portant schedules of the present tariff 
law. 
The well-known opposition of 
Bailey and Simmons to reciprocity has 
led other Democrats to regard their 
proposition with suspicion, and indica­ 
tions now are that nearly all the Dem­ 
ocrats will stand for action on the 
reciprocity bill without amendment.

Democrats point out that any attem pt 
to amend the reciprocity bill and jeop­ 
ardize its life will in effect be a repu­ 
diation of the Democratic program of 
the recently elected house of repre­ 
sentatives in regard to this bill. They 
favor not only the passage of the rec­ 
iprocity bill in the form th at it came 
from the house, but also the passage 
of the farm ers’ free list, hill and the 
wool revision bill without any very 
radical changes. 
The insurgents, on the other hand, 
in deserting the regular organization 
and locking arms with the Democrats, 
were actuated chiefly by a desire to 
kill the reciprocity bill and t© em bar­ 
rass President Taft. 
There is no like­ 
lihood that they will accept either the 
wool bill or the farm ers’ free list bill 
in their present form, and they are 
already busy drawing up am endm ents 
of their own covering most of the im­ 
portant schedules of the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff law7. 
If the Democrats, with the possible 
exception of Bailey and one or two of 
his followers, agree to stand by re< i 
procity without amendment, that bill 
will be passed. 
In that event the sit­ 
uation will come to this: 
Will the 
Democrats for the sake of obtaining 
tariff revision legislation, throw their 
own m easures overboard and consent 
to compromises which will have the 
support of the insurgents? The gen­ 
eral Impression now is that they will 
not do (his. 
If any practical results In the way 
of tariff legislation come from the co­ 
alition, it is apparent th at the insur­ 
gents will be obliged to give their sup­ 
port to out-and-out Democratic meas 
ures and not bills hearing the stamp 
of progressive Republicanism.

Hotly Pursued Mosby's Men 


Lay Down Arms. 


San Diego, Cal., June 23.—In a bat­ 
tle three miles east of Tia Junanta, 
five hundred Mexican federals sent 
from Ensenada, Lower California, de­ 
feated General Jack Mosby and his 
force of approximately 160 rebels. The 
battle lasted two hours, during which 
the federals, under command of Col­ 
onel Vega, compelled the rebels to 
break ground steadily. 
The federals 
had two machine guns, which wrere 
used to advantage. 
W hen the rebels 
reached the international line, closely 
pursued 
by the federals, they laid 
down their arm s and, crossing the 
line, sui rendered to the United States 
troops. 
The federal casualties are 
placed at fifty killed and wounded.

were 
killed 
and

wounded. 
“Wo will take our chances on being 
ext rad Red,” said General Mosby, when 
he surrendered his force to Captain 
Wdeox of the United States army. 
Tho elimination of this force doubt­ 
less ends the revolt in Lower Califor 
nla. 
Mosby and his men, who were 
mostly young Americans, were fight­ 
ing for the Magonista liberal faction, 
m ade up of Socialists and under direc­ 
tion of the junta here, the members of 
which w ire arrested a few7 days ago 
on federal charges. 


Fifty Killed in Street Fight. 
Mexico City, June 23.—Dispatches 
from Jalaxa, the capital of the state 
of Vera Cruz, say th at fifty were 
killed and many wounded in an en 
counter between federal soldiers and 
Mfideristas, in 
which the 
populace 
took part. 
The trouble arose over the 
misinterpretation of orders issued by 
General Pena, in connection with the 
removal of arms and ammunition from 
the arsenal there.
